Government Aid To Help Building Industry

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
federal government is about to 
give the lagging housing indus­ 
try a multibillion-dollar shot in 
the arm. But the injection could 
veil have a very painful after 
effect 
— 
still 
higher 
interest 
rates. 
The size of the injection is 
impressive — $4.76 billion — but 
even its backers say it’s only a 
stopgap and a rescue operation, 
not a cure for the basic prob­ 
lem. 
“ It will alleviate a very, very 
serious situation in the home- 


building industry but it’s not the 
complete answer,” one govern­ 
ment source said. 
He referred to legislation to 
channel the $4.76 billion into the 
industry 
through 
the 
Federal 
National Mortgage Association. 
The association, known as Fan­ 
nie Mae, buys mortgages from 
private lenders w'ho, in turn, use 
the funds supplied by the agen­ 
cy for new home loans. 
T h e 
House 
completed 
congressional action on the leg­ 
islation last Friday and Presi­ 
dent J ohnson is expected to sign 
it promptly. 


Mortgage 
bankers cautioned 
against exaggerating its effects. 
One 
economist 
estimated 
it 
would 
boost 
private 
housing 
starts by about 100,000 units, far 
less than the drop so far this 
year. 
The $4.76-billion injection rep­ 
resents only a small part of the 
total mortgage market. Mort­ 
gage debt last year increased 
about 
$31 
billion, 
including 
about $16 billion on one-to-four 
family houses. 
Fannie Mae will have to bor­ 
row $3.76 billion of the total in 
the already tight money market 


where 
funds

scarce and interest rates are at 
record of near-record levels. 
By 
issuing 
debentures 
and 
short-term notes, as it must to 
obtain the funds for its mort­ 
gage buying operations, Fannie 
Mae 
could 
well 
bid

now'. Yields on its last deben­ 
ture offering in J une went to 
5.9 1 per cent. 
The Mortgage Bankers Asso­ 
ciation, noting this possibility,

This could 
discourage bankers from offer­ 
ing some mortgages for sale to 
Fannie Mae.

Bu reau Cou nty Farm Adv iser 
Halsey Miles tells u s that he is 
receiv ing a lot of calls concern­ 
ing the green clov er worm on soy ­ 
beans. The bu lk of the calls hav e 
come from the sou thwest p art of 
Bu reau Cou nty . When I called 
him at 11 a.m. last Friday , 15 
p eop le had been in already that 
ciay . 
The larv ae of the green clov er 
worm are light green with two 
thin white strip es along each side 
of their bodies. They hav e only 
fou r p airs of p rolegs (inclu ding 
anal p rolegs). When matu re, they 
measu re abou t 1-14 inches long. 
They are qu ite activ e, falling to 
the grou nd at the slightest distu rb­ 
ance. When tou ched, they wiggle 
v iolently . 
Green clov er worms cau se lag­ 
ging and defoliation of the p lants. 
When p op u lations are heav y , they 
may attack the p ods of legu mes. 
They sometimes seriou sly inju re 
soy beans. 
Parasites, p redators, 
and 
di­ 
seases are greatly aiding in redu c­ 
ing the nu mbers of this p est. 
Insecticide treatment of 14 lbs. 
of actu al tox op hene p er acre is 
ju stified on soy beans only when 
there are six or more worms p er 
foot of row. To make a cou nt, 
jar the p lants on 6 feet of row 
or jar 3 feet on two adjacent rows i 
by p u shing the p lants ov er into 
the sp ace between the two rows 
and shaking 
v igorou sly . 
Then j 
cou nt the worms on the grou nd 
between the rows. Div ide the total 
by 6 to get the av erage p er foot. 
Cou nt sev eral times at v ariou s 
locations and take an av erage. 
After the beans are 
fully de­ 
v elop ed, treatment 
will not be. 
needed u nless 
the 
insects are 
feeding on the p ods.

The circu lar steel bin, 48 feet 
in diameter, has been giv en to 
SIU as a grant-in-aid for research 
p u rp oses 
by its 
manu factu rer 
Black, Siv alls & Bry son. Inc. 
(BS&B). Eight 28.000 B.T.U. air 
conditioners attached to its ou ter 
p erimeter are gifts of the Whirl­ 
p ool div ision of RCA. 


Prev iou s research at Sou thern 
showed floor sp ace cou ld be re­ 
du ced from 15 to 6 squ are feet p er 
p ig withou t hindering the p er­ 
formance of the growing-finishing 
animal. Winter trials brou ght this 
area down to fou r squ are feet 
p er p ig. 


Thu s, refrigeration in the Bacon 
Bin is ex p ected to low er the sp ace 
requ irement needed p er p ig. This 
will allow more p igs to be raised 
in the bu ilding am! will lower 
bu ilding cost p er p ig, according to 
J. E. Bu rnside, SIU swine sp e­ 
cialist. 


The bin has an estimated cap a­ 
city of 510 growing-finishing p igs. 
Three batches of p igs may be ru n 
throu gh it each y ear, Bu rnside 
say s. Pigs 
are raised 
on 
two 
decks in 17 p ens p er deck. The 
lay ou t of the p ens is similar to 
a p ie cu t in 17 p ieces. 


Temp eratu res within 
the bin 
shou ld remain in the comfort zone 
of 68 to 78 degrees F. the y ear 
arou nd. The body heat of the ani­ 
mals shou ld 
p rov ide 
su fficient 
warmth in the winter, and refrig­ 
eration will be u sed in the su m­ 
mer. 


The air conditioners can be op ­ 
erated indiv idu ally or in v ariou s 
combinations as needed. They can 
be op erated merely as fans or as 
artificial cooling 
u nits. 
Ex act 
costs of the refrigeration u nder 
v ariou s p en loads and p ig weights 
will be recorded for research p u r­ 
p oses. 


The bin 
is designed 
to sav e 
labor, and it featu res au tomatic 
feeding, watering and manu re dis­ 
p osal sy stems. By working the 
control p anel on the u p p er deck. 


one man can feed three different 
dry rations. A weighing device 
records ex actly how many p ou nds 
were fed. 


The feed is angered in from 
holding bins on the ou tside. Tt is 
qu ickly weighed and au gered to 
the feeding area 
where 
it 
is 
drop p ed on the floor or into feed­ 
ers, dep ending on the research be­ 
ing condu cted. 
The watering sy stem allows re- 
i searchers to medicate all p ens of 
¡the top or bottom deck or any 
I combination of nine p ens at a 
j time. The p igs drink their water 


j from Trojan shallow-form self­ 
cleaning u aterers. 
When 
their 
snou ts p ress against an inside trig­ 
ger, fresh water flows into the 
cu p s. 
Waste p rodu cts drop throu gh 
three-fou rths inch slatted floor 
areas from both decks into a cir­ 
cu lar concrete collecting p it be­ 
low the floor. Periodically the op ­ 
erator can start an electric agita­ 
tor which chu rns the liqu id and 
solid wastes into a su sp ension. 
He then p u lls a drain p lu g at the 
lower side of the p it. and the su ­ 
sp ension flows ou t throu gh 150 
feet of u ndergrou nd tile into a 
lagoon.

Asst Farm Adv iser 
Hu man natu re b eing what it is 
many folks try to estab lish new 
lawns or renov ate old one* in 
the spring. Smart homeowners, 
howev er, wait u ntil the fall when 
natu re works with them. 
Tu rf grasses 
are 
cool 
season 
plants and are more readily es­ 
tab lished in the fail when there 
is less competition with weeds 
and other nu isances. 
If y ou plan to do some seeding 
this fall make su re y ou look at 
the lab el b efore y ou leap. “Bar­ 
gain b u y s” may not b e the b ar­ 
gain that the price tag indicates. 
By reading the lab el, y ou will 
find ou t the kind and v ariety of 
seed, pu rity and germination rate, 
and percentage of nox iou s weed 
seeds. These things are more im­ 
portant than price. 
State seed laws req u ire proper 
lab eling of seed. 
A germination of 85 per cent, 
for instance, tells y ou that ab ou t 
85 of ev ery 100 pu re seeds will 
grow if the hav e the right care 
and growing conditions. 
While checking the germination 
rate, also check the date of test. 
The date the seed was tested 
mu st b e no more than six months 
b efore it was shipped across a 
state line. State laws prev ent the 
sale oI (rid seed: most states allow 
nine months from the testing date. 
The lab el also shows the per­ 
centage of pu re seed, as well as 
percentages 
of 
other 
“crop” 
seeds, weed seeds, and inert mat­ 
ter, su ch as chaff, dirt, and 
stones. 
For seed shipped into a state, 
the Federal Seed Act req u ires that 
the lab el show whether any nox ­ 
iou s weed seeds ar« present. The 
nu mb er cannot ex ceed the per­ 
missib le limit set b y the state 
into which the seed is shipped. 
The b est time to seed lawns 
is right now. If y ou wait a l ­ 
longer mto the fall the y ou ng 
seedlings won t b e well enou gh 
estab lished to withstand the win­ 
ter stresses. 
Av oid mix tu res containing tall 
fescu e and b entgrass seed mix ed 
with 
b lu egrass. And av oid as 
mu ch a sposwb ie red top and 
perennial ry egrass. They Help in 
estab lishing a stand of grass b u t 
latsr on will b e coarse 
rangy 
grasses which are i eiy competi­ 
tiv e with y ou r b lu egrass. 
T he 
Kentu cky 
b lu egrassee— 
Common, Delta. Park, and Mori­ 
on—do well in Illinois. For 
shady 
or dry areas y ou might try some 
of the red fescu es, su ch as com­ 
mon creeping red or PennUwn.

Cider v inegar is b est to u se in 
making pickles . . . a good strong 
commercially made v inegar of 4 
to 8 per cent acidity . White dis­ 
tilled v inegar may b e u sed when 
it is important not to hav e dis­ 
coloration as when pickling cau li­ 
flower and onions.

Spices giv e flav or to 
pickles du ring cooking, b u t since 
they darken light-colored pickles 
and ov er-flav or delicate ones, it 
is b est to remov e the b ag b efore 
canning. 
Homemade Pickles 
If y ou want the pickles y ou 
make to b e top-q u ality , take time 
to measu re accu rately . A b it too 
mu ch or too little of this or that 
ingredient may resu lt in pickles 
that y ou will not b e prou d to 
serv e. 
Salt is one ingredient that can 
cau se difficu lty u nless y ou u se 
the correct amou nt. Too mu ch 
salt may cau se pickles to shriv el. 
On the other hand, if the b rine is 
too weak, the pickles may b ecome 


soft or slippery . Salt for picHes 
shou ld b e selected carefu lly , too. 
You hav e y ou r choice of three 
grades of salt for pickling; granu ­ 
lated, flake (which is sometimes 
listed as dairy ) 
and 
mediu m. 
Av oid u sing tab le salt if y ou want 
top-notch pickles. Most b rands 
of salt contain a material to pre­ 
v ent caking, arid this added in­ 
gredient tends to clou d the b rine 
and giv e an off-flav or to pickles. 
The lab el will list the ingredient 
added. 
Coarse salt is u nsu itab le too. It 
dissolv es slowly and is difficu lt to 
distrib u te as ev enly as the finer 
salt. 
For b est resu lts, weigh the salt 
rather than measu re it. 
Some 
salts are more b u lky than others. 
For ex ample, it takes ab ou t one 
and one-half cu ps 
of flake or 
mediu m salt to weigh as mu ch as 
one cu p of fine or granu lated 
salt. 
PICKLED PEACHES 
Pickled peaches are a gou rmet’s 
dish. With peaches in more ab u n­ 
dant su pply in food stores at the 
present time, pickle some peaches 


to add z#st to tht 
main cou rse at 
company dinners. Small peaches, 
which are u su ally less ex pensiv e 
than mediu m and large-sized ones, 
are su itab le for pickling. Pickle 
some now b u t keep them in a 
cool place for sev eral weeks b e­ 
fore serv ing to allow the flav ors 
to b lend. 


GREEN CANTALOUPES 
A way to u se those not-q u ite- 
ripe cantalou pe has b een su ggest­ 
ed to me and y ou may wish to 
try it. 
Firm and slightly green canta­ 
lou pes make good pickles. If y ou 
cu t a cantalou pe open and it is 
too green to eat, u se it for pickles.

Mix the v inegar, water, sug ar 
and spices.

Add the cantalou pe 
sections to the siru p and bo il them 
rapidly for 10 minu tes. 
Let the mix tu re stand o v er­ 
night; then drain. Sav e the siru p 
and b oil the mix tu re u ntil the 
cantalou pe is clear.
